What do the farmers see? They see a 
faction in the state of New York—too 
weak to make its influence felt at the 
polls—too insignificant to make a contest 
in the regular way—threatening to break 
up the democratic party on a quibble in 
regard to the time for holding the state 
convention. Here there is neither princi- 
ple nor. individual rights involved—it 
is a quibble pure and simple. But even 
this quibble seems to be an attack on 
the farming interests, for the conven- 
tion was held at a time when the farmers 
of New York had nothing to do but 
attend the primaries, whereas a later 
call would have found them in the midst 
of their spring planting. This, however, 
is immaterial. What the farmers of the 
south see is the determination of. an 
insignificant faction in New York state 
to break up the party rather than to 
permit the majority (in this case an over- 
whelming majority) to trample on its 
quibbles. They see this determination 
endorsed and applauded by the Cleve- 
land papers in Georgia, and they draw 
their own conclusions. 

This is not all. The farmers observe 
that the ostensible reason for the defeat 
of the free coinage bill (it is really dead 
and not merely postponed) is because 
the goldbugs in the east are so very sen- 
sitive that they would vote against the 
democrats. The Clevelandites have the 
courage of their convictions (see the split 
in New York) and the goldbugs have 
the courage of: their convictions, where- 
upon the farmers argue (with arguments 
provided by these factions) that it is 
about time for the free coinage men to 
have the courage of their convictions. 
They see that the democratic leaders, 
while always trimming their policy and 
their platforms to suit the mysterious 
influence of the east, is inclined to turn 
a deaf ear to the demands 
of the farmers of the south, 
and they point not only to the collapse 
of the force bill, but to the rampant 
determination of Clevelandism, with Wall 
street-and its boodle in the background. 
This is from the farmer’s point of view. 

How can the Cleveland organs meet 
the exigencies of the situation? What 
influence can they hope to have on the 
farmers? They are responsible for the 
uncalled-for abuse of the alliance move- 
ment, and they are likewise responsible 
for the situation as it exists. It is not 
a charming situation, but look at the 
causes that led to it—Cleveland indepen- 
dentism, Cleveland mugwumpism, and 
Cleveland goldbugism and Wall street 
Clevelandism.

Tourgee’s New Crusade. 

Judge Albion W. Tourgee is the presi- 
dent of a republican organization called 
“The National Citizens’ Rights Associa- 
tion.“ 

It is the judge’s purpose to excite sympa- 
thy for the black race and secure the 
passage of a federal statute making every 
county responsible in heavy damages for 
every lynching outrage within its bord- 
ers, taking it for granted that the blacks 
are generally the victims of mob law. 

In an interview with a Chicago 
reporter, Judge Tourgee spoke of the 
oppressed condition of the southern 
negroes and said that the country was 
standing over a powder magazine. His 
intense and exaggerated utterances 
strike even a republican paper like The 
Chicago Tribune with their untimely 
pessimism, and that paper advises friends 
of the negroes to simply counsel them to 
work hard and get what knowledge they 
can for themselves and their children.

ETCHED AND SKETCHED. 


The farmers’ institutes, which aré being 
held under the auspices of the State College 
of Agriculture, are meeting with great suc- 
cess, and are admirably conducted. The 
officers of the college hope to bring to these 
meetings and present to those present, in 
brief, simple addresses, the results of their 
studies and investigations in branches of pure 
science related to agriculture, ahd to encour- 
age and stimulate the farmers of the state to 
qualify’ themselves to pursue their vocation 
in the light of the full knowledge gained by 
most recent researches in sclence and eco- 
nomics, There is a close and intimate connec- 
tion between science and profitable farming. 
The object of the State College of Agriculture 
is to teach this to boys, who are to be the ad- 
vanced farmers of the future. The next in- 
stitute meeting will be held at Cedartown, 
April 30th, at 10 o’clock a. m., and will be 
largely att tended. The East and West and 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroads 
have agreed to run an excursion with one-fare 
rate for the round trip, and many will doubt- 
less avail themselves of it. 


“A party of engineers recently explored 
one of the caves that exist in the limestone 
sections of East Tennessee, said a promi- 
nent East Tennesseean at the Kimball yes- 
terday, and found it to be forme. of a 
series of mammoth caverns, connected by 
narrow passages, extending for several miles 
beneath the hills. Through one of these great 
rooms a small rivulet ran with a downward 
course and the rush of the water.could be 
heard as it dashed through a rocky channel 
far below the floor of the cave. On the walls 
strange figures had been cut in the stone, 
probably by some unskilled hand in ages 
past. They were not unlike the Egyptian 
hieroglyphics. Fragments of earthen vessels 
and spear points of curious shape were scat- 
tered around—some attached to small stalac- 
tites formed by the dripping of water from 
the roof. 

‘‘Whether the cave-dwellers who once made 
their home in this place were Indians or some 
pre-historic race, could not be determined, 
but the weapons found were so different from 
any used by the fermer, and the figures of 
animals carved on the walls resembled more 
the anti-diluvian mammals than those of a 
later period. The gentlemen are inclined to 
accept it as the work of the latter. At all 
events, thie discoveries show that the caves 
with small entrances, found in Claiborne and 
other counties in that part of the state, are 
worth exploring. Possibly something might 
be discovered that would furnish some facts 
relating to that great race which once in- 
habited this continent and passed away at a 
remote period. In various localities evidences 
of the existence of a civilized people in North 
America ages ago have been found, but 
nothing has yet been discovered that would 
give man a knowledge of their history or

LE TTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


New York and the Silver Question. 

Rochester, N. T., March 31.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: The enclosed diseussion of the silver ques- 
tion from the standpoint of a New York friend 
ol silver is at your disposal. It will be published 
here in The Rochester Post-Express on Saturd y 

Most of the New York city politicians worship 
the golden calf. I never did. In 1877 and 1878, 
when some local democrats opposed silver remon- 
etization, I voted the greenback ticket by way of 
protest. I would do the same again under like 
circumstances. 

Governor Flower,voted for free silver coinage 
in congress two years ago. At the time repub- 
lican papers and some goldbug democratié jour- 
nals said that this killed. his chances for being 
elected governor of this state. On the contrary 
this fact made him more available and insured 
his nomination and election. Outside the bankers 
and capitalistsof New York city, there is no 
Strong anti-silver feeling in the state. Repub- 
lican and democratic farmers and workingmen 
want to see silver coinage free s0 soon as it can 
be done without causing an outflow of gold from 
the country. Some foolish republican papers 
called attention to the fact before election that 
Governor Flower had voted for free silver com- 
age. The result wag that democratic majorities 
increased through the rural counties and thus 
elected a democratic legislature. 

On the other hand, Herman Oelrichs, a wealthy 
New York dude democrat, opposed Governor 
Flower, and resigned from the national committee 
to emphasize his action. This opposition mainly 
of Mr. Cleveland’s gold-standard democrats in 
New York city, made his majority five to eight 
thousand less there than it would have been, but 
did not prevent “Governor Flower from getting 
nearly fifty thousand majority in the state, and 
Lieutenant Governor Sheehan, who succeeded 
Mr. Oelrichs, almost as many. 

You will see thus that New York state demo- 
crats, excepting Mr. Cieveland and a few others, 
do not practically differ from democrats of the 
south and west on the silver question. If we are 
not in favor offorcing free coinage of silver at 


the present time, it is because we believe this 


would prevent the keeping of our silver dollars on 
an equality with gold. To this policy New York 
democrats are committed on the platform adopted 
last fall, and we are not likely to change it when 
the people gave nearly fifty thousand majority for 
that principle. 

Democratic difficulties with the silver question 
date from Mr. Cleveland’s most unfortunate dec- 
laration seven years ago against any further sil- 
ver coinage. That declaiation disgusted hun- 
dreds of thousands of western and southern far- 
mers. It was the point that drove the Farmers’ 
Alliance, which heretofore had notjbeen partisan, 
and gave it activity as a third party. 
Up to that time the mass of people every- 
where were generally satisfied with the action of 
the democratic party on the silver question. It 
was a democratic congress which remonetized 
silver against the protests of republican journals 
and statesmen that this meant a debased silver 
currency. Instead of that it was silver remoneti- 
zation, with good crops that made resumption 
possible in 1879. 

It was Mr. Cleveland’s extreme position against 
silver, as much as any canse, that defeated him in 
1888, and will defeat him again in 1892 if the party 
should be so unwise as to again nominate him for 
president. 

The position of Senator Hill, in favor of silver, 
is his strength in New York and throughout the 
country, excepting possibly in New England, 
whose vote will be republican in any event. But 
New York can be carried by any good democrat 
who is not an anti-silver fanatic of the Cleveland 
stripe. What is true of New York is equally true 
of other democratic states in the south and west.

CHICAGO, March 31—The first sales of wheat showed 
a fall of over a cent from last evening’s closing figures, 
and a further loss of e was suffered, making a drop 
from the high point of yesterday 216.

Wat He May Be Wanted in 
for the Crime of Rape—Jordan’s 
Story in Detail. 


In cell. No. 19 of the Atlanta jail, a young 
megro who had just escaped by a hair's 
breadth from suffering a yicarious death 
spent yesterday. 

It is a case of mistaken identity probably, 
and, but for the watchfulness of Governor 
Northen, the young negro might have died 
for another man’s crime—died in the most 
horrible manner. . 

It was a narrow escape, and the young 

negro shudders to think how near he came 
to suffering this fearful death. 
The papers have been full of accounts of 
the capture of one Henry Jordan, who was 
wanted in Knoxville, Crawford county, for 
“the crime of rape. . 

The crime was one of peculiar atrocity, 
and the indignant 
county rose up en masse and gathered in 
Knoxville to put an end to the black fiend, 
who was charged with such a horrible 
crime. 

The citizens made no secret of their inten- 
tions. They expressed them openly, 
and everybody knew that the negro would 
meet a sudden and terrible justice if he 
ever reached Knoxville. 

Sheriff W. W. Thompson, of Crawford 
county, went to Montgomery Tuesday, 
armed with a requisition for the negro. 
The young negro supposed to be Jordan, 
was in jaii at Union Springs, a small sta- 
tion on the Savannah, Americus and Mont- 
gomery road, and on Wednesday morning 
Sheriff Thompson went to that place. 

In the meantime Governor Nofthen had 
read in the papers of the high state of feel- 
ing in Knoxville against the negro and of 
the certain death which awaited him, and 
he determined to save the negro’s neck for

‘Dat, ain't dat nigger’s name anyhow, 
gaid au®ther. negro, who heard the conver- 
sation, dat ain't what he calls hisself.” 

“That’s his name,” said Wilson, “I have

raped a lady at Blackshear, Ga., last sum- 
mer, and was killed.
